In response to the restriction requirement, Applicant elects Group m 
claims 47 and 67-68. In response to the election of species requirement, Applicant elejets 
Group IB, humanized antibodies; Group 2B, monoclonal antibodies; and, Group 3E, 
antibodies that bind to an epitope within residuesj^of the A0 peptide is moot. 

The election of species requirement witii regard to Group 3 is respectfully 
traversed on the basis that although the designated species may be patentably distinct 
they are not mutually exclusive. MPEP 806.04(f) specifies thatnc]laimstobere S tric:ed 
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to different species must be mutually exclusive." The species recited by the office actiojn 
are not mutually exclusive, for example, antibodies that bind to an epitope within 
residues 1-7 of the A0 peptide may include, and are not limited to, e.g. : 

1. Antibodies that bind to an epitope within residues 1-6 of the A0 peptide; 

2. Antibodies that bind to an epitope within residues 1-5 of the Afi peptide; anj, 

3. Antibodies that bind to an epitope within residues 1-4 of the A/5 peptide. 
Because the Group 3 election of species requirement requires election between non- 
mutually exclusive species, it is submitted that it should be withdrawn.
